All our other great heroes of the past 
have become mere legends, their words 
encased in the stones that commemorate 
them.

Abraham Lin- 
coln is held in great reverence, his Gettys- 
burg Address a must for high school 
orators. Jackson is remembered for his 
forthrightness, “old hickory” honesty.

Did Lewis Thaw Out Too 


John L. Lewis has just undergone his 
annua] Spring thaw and presumably coal 
again now will start flowing from the 
mines as water flows from the far North 
when the sun grows warm.

Vandenberg Heir to Dewey Strength? 


WASHINGTON—In calculating the net effect of setbacks suffered by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of 


New York, in recent preferential primary battles, it seem 


logical to suppose that Sen. Arthur H. 


Vaftdenberg, of Michigan, will be the chief beneficiary. 


Most observers accept that conclusion on the 
basis that the farther Dewey is removed from 
the Republican presidential nomination the near- 
er Vandenberg approaches to the goal. At least 
that would apply up to a certain point. 

Though not an active contender for the prize, 
the Michigan Senator looms large in the picture 
as a possible compromise candidate in the event 
of a convention deadlock between the forces of 
Gov. Dewey, Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, and 
other favorite sons. 


There are reasons to believe he will fall 
heir to the Dewey strength in the convention, 
if and when the New York Governor is elimi- 
nated. One common tie between them is 
that both are native sons of Michigan. For 
another tiling, Dewey is known to have in- 
formed Vandenberg already that he is pre- 
pared to name him to the No. 1 post in his 
cabinet, if the Néw Yorker finally lands in the 


White House. 


It has been recognized by cempetent observ- 
ers for some time that Gov. Dewey’s main chance 
of success rested on his ability to get the nomi- 
nation within the first few ballots. That would 
seem to involve the necessity of him going out 
and capturing most of the preferential primary 


States, by way of proving his prior claim as a 


vote-getter. 

The more he is knocked down in the pri- 
maries, therefore, the more remote seem to be 
his chances. Or to put it another way with a 
Vandenberg twist, the weaker Dewey shows 
up in the preconvention skirmishing the more 
likely it is that the convention. will develop a 
deadlock, wherein the Michigan Senator’s can- 
didacy would be expected to bloom and flourish. 

A few more Dewey defeats like the one ad- 
ministered in Wisconsin by Harold E. Stassen 
and the prospects for a GOP convention dead- 
lock will become definite. As it is, such a de- 
velopment has been indicated for some-time, or 
ever since Sen. Taft formally threw his hat into 
the ring. Further Stassen victories at the ex- 
pense of Dewey would only make the deadlock 
certain. 

Hence it is that Sen. Vandenberg tends to 
loom largeg on the political horizon than ever 
before. ° 

Regardiess of the outcome of the remaining 


, 


primaries, Gov. Dé@wey is scheduled to enter 
the convention ewith one of the two highest 
scores of delegates. If, after the preliminary 
balloting, this block of votes should turn to 
Vandenberg as a compromise choice, it would 
be extremely difficult to stop his nomination. 

Many observers profess to see signs of just 
that sort of thing happening. It could easily be.

The measure of the PreSident’s political plight is very simple. 

The very labor leaders who were Franklin Roosevelt's praetorian 
guard—the leaders of the ClO——have made up their minds not to 
support Harry S. Truman if he is renominated. The recently 
adopted CIO strategy, which will be the nail in the presidential 
coffin, may be summarized as follows: 

The CIO. will make a tremendous effort, in conjunction with 
the AFL to defeat all Senators and Representatives who voted 
for the Taft-Hartley act, and to elect pro-labor lawmakers in their 
Places. It will continue bitterly to oppose the candidacy of Henry 
But if Truman heads the Democratic ticket, the-CIO 
will simply ignore the whole presidential contest. 

This. remarkable strategy of the CIO leadership is traceable, 
in turn, to another vitally important phenomenon. The Com- 
munist decision to launch a third-party movement precipitated 
the present bitter struggle between the CIO’s Communist minority 
and anti-Communist majority. The anti-Communists, as a result, 
have come to see the national political picture entirely in terms 
of their own internal\ struggle... In this struggle, Truman is the 
greatest handicap to the anti-Communists. Rank and file indif- 
ference or hostility to Truman is now so rife in the labor move- 
ment that the CIO leaders like Philip Murray could not back him, 
even if they wished to.

Utilities Attack TVA Expansion 


WASHINGTON—After thrusts at various salients, noted here from time to 


time, the private utilities have opened a frontal] attack on the great bulwark and 


successful model of public power develo pment—TVA. The object is to prevent 
expansion of facilities needed to provide additional power essential to the Ten- 


nessee Valley. 


Those in other parts of the country who enjoy cheap rates from public power projects, either 
directly or because of their competitive influence —and this includes numerous industries—are being 


kept in the dark about this attack. It will affect 
them eventually if successful, for the utility 
high command is behind this maneuver. 


It is all being done secretly—or in executive 
session, as we cal] it here—in a House Appro- 
priations Subcommittee and in violation of the 
Reorganization Act in which Congress decreed 
that Appropriations Committe® hearings should 
be public and not secret as in the past. This 
secrecy offers an effective screen behind which 
special interests can and do operate so that the 
publie does not find out what happens until it 
is too late. 


As has been explained here before, spe- 
cial interests can exploit the appropriations 
procedure to cripple or kill projects previ- 
ously established by Congress in the public 
interest. If they can reduce or stop appro- 
priations, then they can damage or abolish 
such projects by the familiar “starving-out” 
process. This trick has been tried often, and 
has worked quite frequently, in this Eight- 
fleth Republican Congress. 


The utilities know this. They have smart 
operators in this city. So now, behind the pro- 
tection of secrecy, we find them moving against 
TVA in their combined might through the Na- 
tional Association of Electric Companies, whose 
President and guiding spirit, Purcell L. Smith, 
is generally reported to be the highest-paid lob- 
—- Washington. 

appeared before the House Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Government corporations to 
oppose inclusion of an item of $4,000,000 in the 
Government Corporation Supply Bill to begin 
work on a steam power plant at New Johnson- 
ville, Tenn., which was recommended by Presi- 
dent Truman in his budget message as a neces- 
sary adjunct to the TVA system to meet rapidly 
expanding power requirements. 

, A power shortage is already evident in the 
area, not only for household, but also for in- 
dustrial consumers, the latter including indus- 
tries that were established during the last war 
for aluminum, phosphorous, nitrates and atomic 
energy and are part of our national defense 
system. The need for additional power has been 
stressed by the 140 municipalities and consumer 
co-operatives in the area which jointly own the

$160,000,000 distributing facilities through which 


TVA power, which they purchase, is taken to | 


consumers. Huge industria] enterprises, such as 
Aluminum Company of America and Monsanto 
Chemical at the Oak Ridge atomic plants, are 
disturbed by the utility fight on the New John- 
sonville steam plant. While much has been done 
through TVA to provide power for development 
of the Tennessee Valley, a great dea! still needs 
to be done. For example, only about half of 
the farms are yet electrified, which compares 
with 90 percent in some other States. 

All that Mr. Smith told the Subcommittee 
will not be known, unfortunately, until the hear- 
ings are published eventually, long after his ap- 
pearance and simultaneously with presentation 
of the Government Corporation Bill to the floor, 
as is the usual custom, and when it is too late 
for the public to learn what was done. Utility 
representatives, in their secret testimony, made 
much of the argument that taxpayers’ money 
should not be used to help develop this section 
of the country on the ground it would attract 
industry from other sections. This, of course, 
is a spurious argument to cover their real aim, 
which is to check expansion of TVA and, even. 
tually, other great public power projects. 


The Government itself encouraged needed 
war industries to locate in Tennessee. Tax- 
Payers’ money is used on all sorts of proj- 
ects in all parts of the country on the gen- 
eral assumption that what helps one section 
benefits the entire nation and its people, and 
it has been distributed around on this 
theory. TVA champions in Congress see in 
this utility move another attempt by great 
Eastern interests to keep the South an agri- 
cultural and noncompetitive region. 


Unless the friends of TVA and public power 
assert themselves, the utilities threaten to get 
away with this coup. which would set a prece 
dent to check expansion of other great public 
power pfojects. For Republicans on the Sub- 
committee, who outvote the Democrats—as they 
do in the full committee and in the House itself 
—are reported ready to yield to the utilities and 
squelch the appropriation for the New Johnson- 
ville steam plant. : :
